The Doom of Liquor Traffic ° 
Sounded by the Nations 


(From the Philadelphia North American.) 
All that can be said against liquor on 
religious, moral and ethical grounds was said 
long ago. The significance of the new pub- 
lic attitude lies in the fact that it is based 
upon a realization that the evil not only 
outrages religion, but hampers progress, de- 
moralizes society and burdens civilization 
with the weight of needless poverty. unfit- 
ness and degeneracy. Its suppression is 
steadily being brought nearer by the grow - 
ing conmviction that that drastic measure 1S 
an economic necessity. 
“The imperious demands of the war have 
hastened the movement. As all the world 
knows, the governments involved in the con- 
flict have adopted extraordinary measures 
to protect their fighting men and _ their 
civilians from the weakening effects of in- 
temperance and even of “moderate” drinking. 
Russia led the way with an imperial de- 
cree abolishing the manufacture and sale 
of vodka. The German emperor urged that 
no liquor be given to the _ soldiers. The 
British authorities issued stringent orders 
against indulgence by the men in the field. 
France restricted the sate of absinthe, and a 
recent cabinet decree, aiming at permanent 
prohibition of the traffic, was enthusiastic- 
ally cheered in the chamber of deputies. 
Far more significant than the order of 
the imperial government in Russia has been 
the action the provincial authorities, 
which in scores of districts have extended 
the prohibition to all intoxicants, including 
even beer and light wines. So marked has 
been the moral and economic improvement, 
as revealed in social conditions, that the 
people themselves are forcing absolute pro- 
hibition.
